As they are put into tho pen a few grains 
of rice or wheat are laid before them, 
and they at once begin to fight over them. 
They are trained for the purpose, and a 
good flghter is worth £20 and upward. 


It is the same with the crickets. Their 


prize rings are little bowls. The crickets 
have been trained. They seem to under- 
stand their master's word, and they are 
urged on to the combat with straws. 
Some of them are very fierce, and ninny 
will fight until they die. 
Those which 


chirp the most loudly are- considered the 
best fighters. 


The Chinese understand how to feed 


and groom the crickets for the fray. 
They give them honey, boiled chestnuts, 
and boiled rice and certain kinds of fish. 
They do not allow any one to smoke near 
then;, for they think that tobacco is in- 
jurious to them. If the crickets grovr 
sick. they feed them upon mosquitoes and 
red ants. 


In a cricket fight the crickets are 


weighed before they are put into the 
ring. They are matched as to size and 
color. The betting is done just as care- 
fully as at an English horse race. The 
stakes-are held by a committee, which de- 
ducts a certain percentage for those who 
own the fighting houses. During the fight 
the gamblers grow excited. They scream, 
and yell and hop up and down, as one in- 
sect gets the better of the other and go 
almost mad when one wins. 


The Chinese have all sorts of games, 


hut mostly games of chance. 
Even in 


kiteflying the boys and men—for even 
the men fly kites—will try to see which 
has the strongest string, forcing his string 
against the strings of the others to break 
them. 
In such contests the strings are 


often sonked with glue and dusted with 
powdered glass that they may cut or saw 
the better.

HIVE AND BEE. 


A good queen will live three or four 


years. 


The average life of the worker bee 


is 43 days. 


In handling bees smoke is the best 


controlling agent It makes little dif- 
ference what kind of smoke Is used. 


If you are afraid of bees, you will not 


successfully get along with them. The 
greater the fear the less the success. 


During the honey season, when the 


bees are flying, never place yourself 
directly in front of the hive or in their 
thoroughfare. 


It Is often tho case that tho honey 


harvest Is of short duration. So far 
as conditions will admit tho beea 
should be In the best shape to gather 
the crop when It is ready. It will not 
wait, and 1f the bees do not gather it 
in good season It will bo lost 


Swarming and large honey crops do 


not go together. One or the other will 
be neglected. When a large increase 
Is secured, the surplus honey will be 
used by the young swarms In getting 


sensible the illness is described as a sud- 
den rush of blood to the brain, but the 
symptoms are practically the same as in 
the fainting of a human being, and the 
remedies used to restore consciousness in 
the latter case can be used to advantage 
in reviving a fainting cat or dog. 


"AH animals, of course, do not faint. 


Neither do all human beings. But there 
are degrees of sensitiveness in the lower 
orders of creation jus* as in the human 
race, and there is no doubt that there are 
many animals of delicate organism that 
are just as apt to keel over as a man or 
woman. 


"This Is particularly true of cats and 


dogs and birds that are kept closely with- 
in doors, y«t fainting is by no means con- 
fined to domestic pets. Animals whose 
surroundings have prevented their be- 
coming versed in the polite ailments of 
civilized life are given to fainting. Mon- 
keys, for instance, have their little dizzy 
spells and topple over without rhyme or 
reason. 


"Even the larger and more hardy ani- 


mals have attacks of weakness which, no 
matter what they may be called from a 
scientific standpoint, are really nothing 
more or less than fainting spells. I have 
seen horses fall to the street in a faint so 
neat that not even the most accomplished 
woman of fashion could beat it. These 
equine attacks must not be confused with 
staggers and sunstroke. They are faint- 
ing fits pure and simple." 


The woman looked relieved. 
"Then the next time anybody says ani- 


mals can't faint I can tell them that they 
don't know what they are talking about, 
can't I?" she said triumphantly.

KATE CHASE'S GREAT AMBITION. 


She Did Her Bc»t to Make Her Fa- 


ther President. 


The story of "The Dashing Kate Chase 


and Her Great Ambition" is told by "Wil- 
liam Perrme in The Ladies Home Joui> 
nal. Born in 1840, she early began to ex- 
hibit a masterful spirit, to study pblltics 
and to dream of the possibilities in store 
for her when her father, Salmon P.

READING NOVELS AS WORK. 


Five Hundred" Manuticrlpts a. Tear 


About an Average For One Van. 
Five hundred novels a year is a record 


for one rnnn's reading, but that is about 
the number that one of the regular read- 
ers of a large publishing house in this 
city manages to examine annually. This 
examination is BO superficial review, ei- 
ther, but one that gives a thorough 
knowledge of the plot, style and gener.il 
characteristics of the manuscript, for the 
.reader's opinion of each manuscript is 
written out and filed away for reference. 
One of the older-firms -here has nearIy-90 
"bound volumes of readers' opinions, with 
about 400 opinions in each volume. Per- 
haps 40 out of the'400 are about*books 
which have been pnblisbed. Of the other 
300 some fewtnay have'been brought out 
by other publishing houses, but most of 
them were returned to their authors, nev- 
er to appear again. 


A good reader will look over at least 


four manuscripts in a day that begins at 
9:30 and ends at 3 o'clock, and sometimes, 
when there is a rush of work, will get 
through twice that number. Most rl the 
publishing houses do not keep manu- 
scripts more than two weeks before de- 
ciding on returning them if possible. 
They fot-m n valuable charge and have 
to be looked out for carefully, and in 
case of loss the publisher is sometimes 
liable, particularly if the receipt of the 
manuscript has been acknowledged. 
At 


least four or five out of every hundred 
manuscripts which are declined by the 
publisher are loft in the hands of the 
house by the author. They are carefully 
put away, and after a certain number of 
years, if no one claims them, are de- 
stroyed. 


Once in awhile an author incloses a $3 


bill with the object of propitiating the 
reader, for there seems to be a wide- 
spread supposition among a certain, class 
of authors that the readers are all broken 
down and unsuccessful literary men who 
dislike to see any one succeed when they 
have*failed. 
If he does not send an in- 


closure. the author is apt to send a long 
letter explaining that the story is "found- 
ed on fact," or the experiences of the 
writer's grandfather, or that he has a 
large number of friends and relatives 
who will buy and assure it a large sale, 
and that his friend, the literary editor of 
the local journal, will give it a magnifi- 
cent review, or that the author's friends 
have all pronounced it infinitely better 
than most of the novels published. 


It is only infinite ^experience which can 


teach a man to know the public taste, 
and it takes a great many qualities be- 
sides literary perception. 
A reader has 


to be not only .1 critic, but also something 
of a prophet. The forecasts of the weath- 
er bureau are not more carefully prepared 
er more likely to be wrong than are the 
opinions of these men who try to foretell 
what book the public will like.—New 
York Post. 


His Xiijhtcmp Privilege. 


Among the many strange privileges 


granted by English sovereigns to their 
subjects probably the most remarkable 
was the permission given to the Earl of 
Sussex by Queen Mary to wear his night- 
cap, 
or even two nightcaps, if he so wish- 


ed, in her royal presence. 


The carl was a victim of colds in the 


head, which, like the law, are no respect- 
ers of porsons, and as he considered ca- 
tarrh in the head too heavy a price to pay 
for loyalty he petitioned the queen for 
permission to wear his nightcap in. her 
presence. • 


The patent conceding this unique priv- 


ilege is one of the most amusing in, royal 
annals. It runs thus: "Know ye that we do 
give to our beloved and trusty cousin and 
counselor. Henry, Earl of Susses, Vis- 
count Fitzwaltcr and Lord of Egrennmd 
nnd Purnell, license and pardon to wear 
his cap or nightcap, or any'two of them, 
at his pleasure, as well in our presence as 
in the presence of any other person or 
persons within this realm, or any other 
place in our dominions wheresoever, (lur- 
ing his life, nn<3 these our letters shall be 
sufficient warrant in his behalf."

THE BROWN TAIL MOTH. 


This Pest Now Causing Trouble on a 


Large Scale. 


Rtports coming from a large section 


of territory seem to enow that the so- 
called browntail moth has broken forth 
in the sudden plentitu.de of Juoe sun- 
shine in a way that is already giving 
serious trouble, nud is likely to give 
more before the annoyance abates, 


Cambridge and Somerville. Mass., 


are the moth's original district, so far 
as people are aware; and there, where it 
made its first appearance m 1897, it is 
now denuding trees and causing an- 
noyance from i's poisonous brown hairs. 
Clerk Fowler of the Massachusetts state 
board of agriculture says that several 
cases where persons bad been affected 
by the moth in this way had already 
come to the knowledge of the board. 
The way in which a touch of the moth 
takes effect is in the breaking forth of a 
rish or akin eruption; accompanied by 
itching and soreness. 


Other suburbs are also said to be 


having a little attack from browntail 
moths and out along the line of the 
Central Massachusetts railroad trees 
are said to show the effects of the 
caoth'a depredations. Leaves are being 
stripped off, and filmy nests are in plain 
view. 


A day or two ago a man from Law- 


rence called at the office of the stale 
board of agriculture and left a bottle 
containing two or three caterpillars, 
which were pronounced to bj thoso of 
the bruwntail variety. 
He reported 


the presence of large numbers of the 
caterpillars in his city. 
The district 


known to the board of agriculture to 
be ihfested extends from Scituato on 
the south around to New Hampshire 
towns and cities on the north, though 
there is no report to show the presence 
of the moth, farther west than Wal- 
thsm 


The board's attitulo regarding this 


browi) tail pest in that state money is 
needed to keep it in check or to sup- 
press it. Local authorities did little or 
nothing while the law provided notion 
on their part; and now that the matter 
has agaiu beeu pl*cf>d in the bands of 
the state, hltle can be done wiUiout an 
appropriation. The once famous gyp- 
«y moth lias bean heard of but little 
sinoe tho stale stopped granting money 
for its extermination, but the board ol 
agncnl.uro believes it to bo ou the in 
crease.
